Iron Foundry In Northern Rhodesia 
Thousands Of Years Old 
Entirely new light will be thrown 
on the history of metallurgy by the 
discovery -of an enormous iron foun¬ 
dry 3,000 or 4,000 years old, at Mum- 
bwa, Northern Rhodesia. Three dif¬ 
ferent races appear to have used this 
foundry. The last race was an intelli¬ 
gent people, who knew how to choose 
stones, “mix them in the right propor¬ 
tion with bone and quartz, place 
them in curiously-constructed moulds, 
in which they would subject them to 
a torrid heat, pour in molten lead 
from the furnace, and so fashion won¬ 
derful cutting and piercing imple¬ 
ments.

Radium Ore Discovery 


j Deposits In Ontario May Yield Suffi¬ 
cient To Supply the British 

Empire _ 

Belief that there are deposits of 
radium ore near Wilberforce, in Hali- 
burton County, Ont., capable of sup¬ 
plying the needs of Canada, and pos¬ 
sibly of the whole Empire, is ex¬ 
pressed by Dr. G. E. .Richards, head 
of the enlarged X-ray department of 
Toronto Oineral Hospital. Dr. Rich¬ 
ards is director of a company inter¬ 
ested in the project. 

He asserted that investiga tions 
over a period of three or four years 
had uncovered an apparently exten¬ 
sive deposit which averaged 186 
milligrammes of radium per ton of 
ore treated, a higher average than in 
, the radium-bearing ore of the Bel¬ 
gian Congo, at present the world’s 
, chief source of supply.
